An adult male liger, H Andy" was noled to be limping on ihe right hind leg and is in thin body condilion, particularly in 
ihe back leg muscles. The owner claims mis tiger has been thal way For a while but no records were made or 
available For review at the time of the Inspection and no contact had been made with a veterinarian lo diagnose or 
meat the condition. 

Lameness and abnonnal gail may be indicatcns cl injury or underlying il ness and the tiger needs tc be evalualed by 

a veterinarian by 1 1 1 0/2(1 1 3 to properly diagnose Ihe caus? arid provide a plan for trebling or controlling these 
conditions. 


A second adult liger. silhsr "Siripes" or "Spanglas", was noted to have bilateral whitish streaks on her cameas end a 
laceration with dried blood on me fur around iho left lower corner ol her mouth The slafl had not noled either ol 
these cnnditwns tor this animal and no contact had been made wth a veterinarian to diagnose or ireal these 
conditions. 

A third adult tiger, eilher ‘'Grumpy' or 'Shir Khar", was noted lo have whitish streaks on at least Ihe left cornea and 
had a laceration on his tell Front paw wiih dried blood on Ihe lur near ihe 3rd-4lh Lee. This cal else had an unusual 
daw on (he righl hind leg that ihe owner staled is due to a botched declaw surgery performed prior lo ihe an mai 
arriving at this tecilily. 

This abnormal daw and the laceration should be evalualed by ihe Attending Veterinarian as both may be causing the 
arimal pain and could oecome chronic problems 

The lype of Hestons sean on these cals eyes axe consislcnl wllh problems scon In other tigers at ihis facility for which 
the Attending Veterinarian specilically required addilional shade be provded to minimize any discomFod that is typical 
with exposure tobrighl sunlighil wilfi Inis condition. 

The wallaby, "Winston", has a reddened, raised area wiih lhair loss on the left Iront paw which he was seen 
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lo lick repeatedly. The owner stated that a dog bit the animal's paw and there was a note on 1 0/6/201 3 by slaff 
indicating Hie injury but no lurther records were made lo indicate the vetefirterian wee contacted, a treatment plan 
presented, and a 1ollow-up plan made to ensure the Injury heals. 

These animals should be evaluated by a veterinarian by 1 1/10/2013 with documentation or a diagnosis, appropriate 
Treatment, and plan lor foliow-up to ensure these problems are resolved

adequate shade to protect them from direct sunlight At least iwo ol these tigers {“Stripes" or "Spangles’ and 
'Grumpy' or “ShirKhan") had noticeable whitish streaks on their corneas. This contftion makes these animals more 
sensitive lo direct sunlight and may cause discomfort lo lha animals. The Allending Veterinarian has specifically 
required additional shade he provided to any animals wi1h Ibis cond ten but these enclosures did not nave adequate 
shade- 

Shelter from sunlighl is required when overheating or discomfort ol the animals is likely 
To be corrected by 11/12/2013.
